begin. 
The courtship is very circum- I 
scribed und is probably not altogether 
satisfactory, for the German maiden is j 
a romantic creature, aud the opportune j 
ties she has for getting acquainted 
with her husband before marriage are j 
very meager. 
The parental supervision is so inbred 
in the nation that even the governm ent I 
takes a hand in it with its servants. A I 
German army officer is a splendid orca- j 
tun* to the eye. but bis pay is very 
small, ranging from a m atter of $5 a 
week for a lieutenant to $T>0 a week 
for a full fledged general. 
Iii order to 
prevent the possibility of seediness in 
appearance or style of living the gov­ 
ernment. forbids an officer to marry un­ 
less lie deposits a certain sum it is 
$20,OOO for a lieutenant and becomes 
gradually less for each higher grade- 
with the authorities, the lucerne of 
which is doled out to him sem iannual­ 
ly. This is in reality putting a price on 
the man, because the greater number 
of German officers are very poor and 
can get the money required only from 
their brides. 
The motley which a w ife brings to 
her husband, unless there is an express 
notarial stipulation to the contrary, be­ 
com es absolutely the husband's proper­ 
ty. 
Woman iti the eye of the law has 
practically no rights except such as her 
husband may allow her. 
He treats lier 
very often as merely a piece of live 
stock, 
lf the woman rebels, which she 
does very rarely, lie displays a very
